IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please replace Claims 1, 2 and 9 as follows: 





1 . (Twice Amended) A jet printing ink comprising a dye and an aqueous medium, 
} which further comprises glycerol and a basicpfolymer having a side-chain containing a 
tertiary amino group, a quaternary ammonium group, or a nitrogen atom-containing 
heterocyclic group, wherein the basic polymer is contained in an amount of 0.1 to 50 
weight % and the ink has a viscosity ot 50 cp or lower at 25 °C.
